To  Which  Is  Added  a  Kegister  of  Arms.

ANY  arc  llie  curious  Ic^^ciuls  and  stirring  tales  of  valor 
intcr\vo\'cn  with  the  heraldry  of  the  Highland  Clans. 
Most  writers  tell  us  that  arms  were  granted  for  per- 
sonal braver)'  or  services  rendered  the  sovereign  by  some 
faithful  follower.  If  we  study  the  arms  of  almost  any  family, 
we  will  find  some  interesting  legend  or  family  tradition  con- 
nected with  the  bla/.on,  b\-  which  that  particular  family  came 
into  possession  of  their  arms.  It  is  not  m)-  jjurpose  here  to 
write  a  treatise  on  hcraldr>'  or  the  derivation  of  arms,  but  to 
deal  w  itii  the  legend  concerning  one  Clan. 

The  li^:;raldry  of  the  Clan  Mackenzie  is  interesting  as  an 
example  of  a  sovereign's  grateful  recognition,  or  heraldic  com- 
inemoiatiou  of  lo\al  services  to  his  sacred  person,  The  legend 
is  one  of  the  best  known  in  Scotland  and  has  often  appeared 
in  print,  and  has  been  perpetuated  by  that  great  acatlcmician 
Benjamin  West,  in  his  noble  painting,  "Alexander  111,  King  of 
-Scotland,  Rescued  from  the  I'\iry  of  a  Stag,"  for  which  he  is 
said  to  have  received  fr(^m  the  last  Karl  of  Seaforth  ^.SOO. 
The  painting  now  hangs  in  Hiahan  Castle,  Ross  shire,  the  seat 
of  the  Macken/ies.  The  illustration  accompan\ing  this  article 
is  from  a  large  proof  engraving  b\'  I*'.  Hartolozzi  d.iteil  I7S^. 
after  the  original  painting,  and  in  thr  possession  of  the  writer. 

The  story  is,'  "that  on  one  occasion  Alexander  III  was  hunt- 
ing in  a  ftM'est  near  Kincanline  when  an  infiuiated  stag,  closely 
lolK)wed  b\-  the  hounds,  charged  stiaii^ht  in  the  ilirection  of 
the  king;  Colin  hit/gerald  (the  supposed  progenitt»r  of  the 
Macken/ies),'  who  was  i>ne  o(  the  ro\al  part\-,  gallantly  inter- 
posed his  own  person  between  his  majesty  and  tiie  wild  animal 
and  shot  it  in  the  foreheail  with  an  arrow.  The  king  in 
acknowledgment    of    his    royal    gratituile,    at    once    issued    a

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diploma  in  favor  of  Colin,  granting  him  armorial  bearings, 
wliich  were  to  be.  a  stag's  head  puissant,  bleeding  at  the  fore- 
head where  the  arrow  pierced  it,  to  be  borne  on  a  field  azure, 
supported  by  two  greyhounds.  The  crest  to  be,  a  dexter  arm 
bearing  a  naked  sword,  surrounded  by  the  motto  'Fide  parta 
fide  acta,'  which  continued  to  be  the  distinctive  bearing  of  the 
Mackenzies  of  Seaforth  until  it  was  deemed  expedient,  as  cor- 
roborating their  claim  on  the  extensive  possessions  of  Macleod 
of  Lewis,  lo  substitute  for  the  original  the  crest  of  that  warlike 
Clan,  a  mountain  in  flames,  with  the  motto  'Lnceo  non  nro,'  the 
ancient  shield  supported  by  two  savages,  wreathed  about  the 
head  with  laurel,  and  armed  with  clubs.  These  are  the  bear- 
ings now  used  by  the  representative  of  the  Chief  of  Kintail." 

Mr,  Charles  Sherborn  has  used  this  theme  very  success- 
fully in  his  beautiful  plate  for  Mr.  Thomas  Mackenzie.  So 
closely  associated  is  the  Clan  with  the  "Caber-feidh"  or  stag's 
antlers,  which  are  prominent  in  all  Mackenzie  coats  of  arms, 
that  the  Clan  is  spoken  of  in  the  north  of  Scotland  as  the 
"Caber-feidhs."  The  motto  ''Fide  parta  fide  acta'  (acquired  by 
fidelity)  is  used  by  many  of  the  name,  and  is  the  motto  of 
George  Norbury  Mackenzie  of  Baltimore,  representing  the 
Mackenzies  of  Maryland,  whose  plate  forms  one  of  the  illus- 
trations. One  of  the  oldest  mottoes  is  the  old  Gaelic  '  Cuidich 
an  Righ"  (help  the  King):  "Luceo  non  Jiro''  (I  shine,  but  not 
hum),  "Data  fata  secntns"  (having  followed  the  given  fates), 
' 'Non  sine pericnlo "  (not  without  peril),  "J Irtiite  et  7 'a lore "  ( by 
virtue  and  valor),  are  all  favorite  mottoes  of  the  Clan. 

In  the  Workman  MS.  now  in  the  Lyon  office,  the  arms  are 
given  as  gules,  a  stag's  head  cabossed  or,  between  the  attires 
a  mullet.  In  the  illuminated  manuscript  A.  D.  1603-5,  ascribed 
to  Sir  David  Lindsay,  Lyon  King  of  Arms,  Mackenzie  of  Kin- 
taylc,  the  seal  of  Colin  of  Kintail,  158,"),  and  Kenneth  of  Kin- 
tail,  151)7,  and  Sir  Roderick,  1()24,  all  have  the  stag's  head 
cabossed,  with  a  mullet  between  the  attires,'  and  when  Kenneth 
above  named  was  created  a  peer  in  lOOU,  the  arms  were  :

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about  tlic  head  and  middle,  holding  in  their  exterior  hands 
batons  binnin^f  at  the  end  resting  (jn  their  shoulders,  their  hair 
likewise  inllanied,  all  proper.  A^ain,  in  a  list  of  Gentlemen's 
arms  collected  during  the  reij^n  of  Charles  I.  we  find  Macken- 
zie of  Kintail  ;  argent,  a  stag's  head  cabossed  gules,  attired  or, 
l)ctween  two  mullets  in  fesse  a/ure. 

The  various  Cadet  families  have  been  very  negligent  about 
rec(jrding  their  arms,  antl  man)-  of  th(;se  entitled  to  bear  arms 
are  denied  the  use,  as  the  law  in  Scotland  is  sirict  as  to  tlie 
unauthorized  use  of  arms,  without  distinction  or  registration, 
and  L}'on  King  has  the  power  of  restraining  the  improper 
assumption  of  arms.' 

The  family  of  (iairloch  (tlcscentleil  from  Alexander  Hth. 
Laird  and  Haron  of  Kintail )  quarter  the  arms  of  F"raser  with 
their  own  through  the  marriage  of  John  Mackenzie  II  of  Gair- 
loch  to  Agnes,  daughter  of  James  hraser,  second  son  of  Hugh 
Lord  h^aser  of  Lovat.  Nesbitt,  in  his  "A  S\stem  of  Uer- 
aldr)',"  says  that  the  ^Llckenzies  of  Helm.ululh)-,  Lettercw, 
Mountgerald,  Davochcairn)'  and  Lochend,  are  all  entitled  to 
the  quartered  arms  of  Gairloch,  with  proper  differences,  so 
quartered  as  being  descendants  of  this  marriage. 

This  family  is  the  oldest  Cadet,  and  registereil  their  arms  in 
I7ti;5.''  Some  Lairds  of  (iairloch  have  used  as  a  crest  the  figure 
of  Donald  Odhar  ;  others  have  used  the  general  crest  of  the 
Clan -'the  "Caber- feidh  or  stag's  heatl" — although  the  crest  as 
itgistered  in  Ljon  office  is,  a  dexter  arm  holding  a  garland  of 
lauitl  pro[K"r.  'Ihe  present  representative  of  this  branch  is 
Sir  Kenneth  John  ALickenzie  7th,  IJait. 

The  earliest  crown  charter  recordeii  is  dated  l"\-b.  'Jo,  ir»08, 
and  coiirnnis  Kintail  and  other  lands  to  Joanni  ^L^kke^xe  de 
Keantalle,  erecting  them  into  the  H.iron\-  i)f  Kleandonan.  Sir 
James  1).  I\Lickenzie  mentions  The  Record  of  Ict^lmkili,  I*J<V,'. 
and  .1  charter  liom  King  Alexamler  111,  Jaii'y  12C0,  conveying 
to  Calii\us  llibernus  "  lotas  Terras  \\c  Kintail."  his  .uitlu>rity 
being  Lord   Tarbat's  MS.
